There have been Ihree mild cases of tho 
diseasp here, but ono of them is re- 
ported as cured and tho others nrc pro- 
gressing well. A strict quarantine Is 
enforced as soon as cases arediscoverrd, 
and every effort is made to prevent a 
spread of the disease. 


The Board of Health is keeping the 


public fully informed as to conditions in 
Newport, and is advising what means 
bo taken to prevent infection. 
Al- 


though the germ of the disease has 
never been isolated, thero is no qucs 
tion but that it is B germ disease. The 
attendance of children at moving pic- 
ture theatres, without an older person, 
will be absolutely discontinued for tho 
present. 
Strict sanitary regulations 


are urged. 


A strict watch is being kept on 


families, with children, that come from 
communities v/hcrc the 
epidemic is 


raging, particularly New York, and all 
houaca where they stay will be quaran- 
tined for a period 
of two weeks. 


Special quarantine cards have been pre- 
pared for these cases. Tho Board de- 
pends, to a large extent, for its infor- 
mational to such families from neigh- 
bors, who are alert to see that their 
children arc not endangered by the ar- 
rival of suspicious visitors.

If they realized that rare 


orchids may have cost a long trip 
into a tropical Jungle to obtain and 
that It takes from eight to ten years 
to rnlse n plnnt from tlie seed, with 
patient care and treatment, ihey to 
see why these llowers remain In tho 
aristocratic class.

The Spirit of Preparedness. | 


A spontaneous uprising of the people 


is seen In the many and extraordinarily 
large preparedness parades that have 
taken place in most of the large cities 
of the country during the past weeks: 
Throughout the history of the country 
volunteer soldiers have been the main- 
stay in our wars, all of which haj a suc- 
cessful issue. The response of citizen 
soldier* in another national emergency 
would show the same patriotic feeling 
and high courage. But the Idea of pro- 
psrcdness now includes a much belter 
preliminary training in arms, and the 
best safeguards in camp sanitation. In 
thewar of 1898 with Spain the enlist- 
ment of volunteers so far exceeded the 
number needed that many regiments 
never saw active service. Yet they 
suffered seriously in training camps 
from preventable diseases. Tho civil 
war was fought with musilc-loaiiing 
guns, now become a curiosity. 
Every 


man of military age should be familiar 
with the use and care of tho rifles with 
which our military forces are now 
equipped. 
While it is true that our 


volunteers in the past have a wonder- 
ful record to their credit, they were 
summoned to the battlefield with scant' 
knowleigS of arms, tactics and camp 
rules of health, and with poor equip- 
ments. One of (he best ways to en- 
large armie> is to look well to their 
health. 


War has become so complex In new 


features that preparedness means in- 
creased study and thorough schooling 
in advance. 
It was possible in Jack- 


son's day to gather a few thousand 
frontiersmen with squirrel rifles, and 
save New Orleans from a rush upon it 
by veteran British regulars; but those 
rifles are now as obsolete as powder 
horns and bullet molds. The modern 
artillery arm has been so expanded that 
massive trench warfare has become an 
urgent science. 
There is fighting In 


the air and under the sea. 
Prepared- 


ness demands a comprehensive acquaint- 
ance with these new conditions. In 
army medical science and sanitation the 
United States has no superior. Our 
camps of instruction should prove it. 
In the Spanish war of eighteen years 
ago many of them were lamentable ex- 
amples of unpreparedness. 


Americans undoubtedly have the old 


valor and devotion to the government 
It is timely to realize that we are short 
in preparedness.

States supposed iisolf to be at the 
mercy of two great foreign monopolies 
In two of the essential elements 01 fer- 
tilizer,—nitrates arid potash, The only 
natural supply of nitrate cults on earth 
is in Chile. Germany, at Stassfurl, 
posseises the only potash mines on 
earth. 
Nitrates and potash are two of 


tbe thrco indispensable elements of 
plant food, the other being phoiphate. 


To keep fertilizer tway from a coun- 


try means starvation. 
Already the ef- 


fect* of tho fertilizer famine can be ob- 
served in the European war. Germany 
has all the potash anil nitrates she 
needs, but she has nonallve supply of 
phosphate, except tho casual supply 
that comes from stable refuse, nor 
have her scientists been able to produce 
phosphate artificially. 
She hag boen

supply upon the deposits of phosphate

Turn of the Tide. 


Frank Leslies puts it very correctly 


when it says, The turn of the tide has 
come. Both the great political parties 
in their platforms this year are shy on 
the denunciation of big business, the 
railroads and the captains of industry. 
In other days this denunciation consti- 
tuted the high note of both parties, es- 
pecially the Democratic. It was the 
theme of the stump orations by the big 
talkers at Conventions, but no one heard 
a lisp of it at the Chicago Convention, 
and the reference to it by ex-Governor 
Glynn in his opening speech ss tempo- 
rary chairman at St Louis fell so flat 
that it was not printed with the pub- 
lished report of his address. The pub- 
lic is tired of the policy of busting and 
smashing which has been going on in 
this country during the past decade un- 
der the pretense that it would reduce 
the cost of living. The people have 
discovered that the cost of living is 
higher now than ever. They are also 
discovering that the more captains of 
industry we have, the greater our rail- 
roads and the bigger our industries, the 


rod 
states. For two years she has been 
shut off from this supply, and recently 
the. Gorman food dictator announced 
that last year's German farm crop was 
short.- 
Scientists in Washington are 


inclined to connect this shortage with 
the Inability of Germany to get phos- 
phates. 


Without scientific 
resouicofulness. 


the United States might have found 
herself in 
Germany's 
predicament. 


But, with scientific resourcefulness, wo 
have now abundant home supplies of 
both elements, not in mines and other 
natural deposits, but in new chemical 
.processes perfected by our own Ameri- 
can scientists. 


The government has taken tho lead 


in this movement. What lias been done 
toward giving us a nitrate supply by 
"fixing" the nitrogen of the air in such 
form that plants can feed upon it, is 
well known. Tho government has ap- 
propriated $16,000,000 for a nitrate 
plant, and the supply of nitrogen in the 
air is inexhaustible; it will last for- 
ever. 


The greater miracle is the story ol 


'how we have found potash, and found 
it in abundance. The Geological Sur- 
vey has been boring and prospecting 
for potash for more than ten years, bui 
never has a commercially workable 
potash supply been 
discovered, 
al 


though it is supposed that the salts 
exist in our country. 


But now since the war started, wo 


have found our potash supply, nml it i: 
not in a mine or in the brine wells of thi 
salt works. Our scientists have dis- 
covered more potash than we can use 
in the arts ana on the soil, exhausting 
and wasting as gas from the chimneys 
and stacks of our iron furnaces and 
lime kilns. 


The process by which this potash may 


be economically recovered was dis- 
covered by Prof. Cottrcll, a scientist of 
the government Bureau of mines. The 
Cottrcll process was originally intended 
and used not to recover by-products but 
to prevent gases destructive to vegeta- 
tion from issuing from factory stacks.

of potash leaped skyward, a cement 
company In California, which had em- 
ployed the process to prevent the de- 
struction of vegetation by fumes froni 
its stacks, found this flue dust rich in 
potash. 
Since then, scientists have 


made the startling estimate that the re- 
covery of the potash from all the lime- 
stone burned for cement will supply 40 
per cent, of all the potash neeaed in 
this country. 


The same process can be used to re- 


cover, the potash and othtr valuable 
minerals in the gas which comes from 
the iron smelter. Some striking facts 
In the iron industry have been discov- 
ered in the past few months. 
With 


potash at present prices, it is now 
known that for every ?17 worth of 
fluid iron smelted from the ore, patash 
worth S100 passes away in gas and is 
wasted. Since the recovery process is 
operated cheaply, it is expected that 
the coming few months will see scores 
of iron furnaces adopting it. 
The fur-

At least a hal 
bushel of the remains of pocket go 
phers have been found In the nesting 
cavity of a pair of these birds. Re- 
membering that a gopher has been 
known In a ehort time to girdle BOTCH 
apricot trees worth f 100 It U hard to 
overestimate the value of the service 
of a, pair of barn owls. One thousand 
two hundred and forty-soven pellets 
of tbe ham owl collected from the 
Smithsonian towers contained 3,100 
skulls, of which 3,004, or 97 per cent, 
were mammals; 92, or 3 per cent, ol 
blrJa; and 4 were of frogB. The bulk 
consisted ot 1,987 field mice, 656 house 
mice, and 210 common rats. The birds 
eaten were mainly sparrowa and black- 
birds. 
This valuable owl should be 


rigidly protected throughout the en- 
tire range.

REMINISCENCES, 1892. 


In my last years reminiscences, I 


mentioned the fact that a very small 
building immediately south of what is 
now the City Hall (but which was then 
being occupied, on the ground floor, as 
a market, and above, as a theatre on 
occasional visits of dramatic compa- 
nies of more or less merit and distinc- 
tion) was occupied as a shop for the 
sale of Hat= by a very staid and phe- 
nominilly nicely dressed old Quaker 
gentleman, Joseph Coizens, who was 
Born Aug. 20, 1754, and was conse- 
quently, m 1S27, 73 yrs. of age. He 
died in December, 1S35, aged 81 yrs. 


This building was an attachment to 


the building next south, then owned 
and occupied as a dwelling by Samuel 
Watson. The whole now constitutes 
the establishment of Eraslus P. Allan, 
Esq. 
There was a shop front on 


Thames street, in the northeast corner 
of the main building, occupied by an 
ancient Mr. Lyndon, and his son George, 
afterwards familiarly known to many 
people of more recent generation than 
that which i represent. 
Their busi- 


ness was an old fashioned huckster's, 
a very primitive and far distant sug- 
gestion of a modern restaurant, where 
tney dispensed car.dies and cookies, 
pies and small beer, snutT and tobacco, 
&C., ard where the attendants on the- 
atrical performances would naturally 
dropin, in the intervals between the 
acts, or in the interlude between the
